We have not Room here fo relate 14% hich 
hath been written in Praiſe of aur Autlur, the 
Honours which be received not only fram his own 
Countrymen, who ordered his Name to be enrolled 
above theſe of all his Cotemporaries ; but from the 


Emperor of Perſia, who confidered him merely 
from the Force of his Wit, and the Uſes be ap- 


plied it to, as a Perſon of the greateſt: Conſe- 


quence 1n Athens. 

But as the Eſteem of one great, and wiſe, and 
rood Man, is infinitely preferable to the giday 
bouts of 1 the Rabble, or to the capricious Favour 

of Kings, we haſten to the Account given 0 
„ne in bis Life of Plato; who tells us, 
that à very intimate Acquaintance ſubfted be- 
tween the Philoſopher and the Poet ; and that the 
former learnt from the Writings of the latter, 
the Art of adapting in his Di 3 $6. the Diction 
to the Charafter of the Sheaker. Indeed it is 
impoſſible to read the Works of both with any Ate 
tention, without obſerving the moſt ſtri bis + Simi 
litude in their Expreſſion ; both being remarkable 
for that Attic Purity of Language, and the ele- 
gant Uſe of thoſe Particles, which, though they 
give ſuch an inexpreſſible nervous Force to the 
Diction of theſe Authors, have been repreſented 
4 Expletives, and jelejs by the Ignorance of Po- 

 fterity. 

The' Action of Plato for Ariſtophanes i is re- 
ported to have been ſo extremely ſtrong, that after 


the Death of the Philoſopher a Volume of the 


arber's Comedies were found in his Bed. The fol- 
hing * kkewiſe 7s Js fo have been his :

and, in bis Apol ogy for Socrates, Mentions Ariſto- 
phanes among his falſe Accuſers by Name; and 
that Milian aſcribes the Death of Soctates to the 
Ridicule brought on him by the Comedy of the 
Clouds z with > bin Diogenes Laertius ſeems fo 
ent: Bat we queſtion not refuting this Story; 
ever it be our Fortune to tranſlate that Play. 
But Farther, the Elegance of his Style, and 


the Tuſtneſs of his no rectmmended him, 


notwithſtanding bis Impurities, to the Primitive 


Fathers of the Church. Thus we find him ſeveral | 
times quoted by Clemens Alexandrinus ; am
